Donna S. Richbourg was designated the Acting Deputy Under Secretary of Defense for Acquisition 
Reform in January 1997, reporting directly to the Under Secretary of Defense for Acquisition and 
Technology. In this capacity, she leads all efforts of the Department of Defense to improve and streamline 
its policies and practices governing the development, procurement and support of defens¢ material, 
weapon systems, and associated activity. From 1994 to January 1997, she was the Assistant Deputy 
Under Secretary of Defense for Acquisition Reform and the principal advisor to the Deputy Under 
Secretary on all matters related to weapon systems acquisition.

Production Manager and an industrial specialist managing the procurement of the F-14 aircraft as well as 
avionics systems. 


Mrs. Richbourg earned the Secretary of Defense Meritorious Service Medal and the Secretary of Defense 
Exceptional Civilian Service Award for her work in acquisition reform. Mrs. Richbourg was also awarded 
the Vice President of the United States Heroes of Reinvention Award, and both the Navy Superior and 
Meritorious Civilian Service Medals. She is a member of the Federal Senior Executive Service and the 
ce Department of Defense Acquisition Corps. 
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Mrs. Richbourg is a graduate of the Federal Executive Institute, the Naval Air Systems Command Senior 
Executive Management Development Program, the Defense Systems Management College Executive 
Program Manager's Course, and earned her Bachelor's degree in Business from rites 2 University.
